AGEUM raps weak paper 



The students' council of l'Université de Montréal last 
night censured the editor of Le Quartier Latin, a move which 
in effect calls on the journalist to resign. 



The move was not unexpect- 
ed. Eight .days ago, AGEUM 
President Jeon Doré private- 
ly asked editor Guy Sarrazln to 
resign. Doré and his executive, 
tliough basically in agreement 
with the paper's policy as "un 
Journal engagé et de combat", 
have for a long time felt Sar- 
razin was not fulfilling his re- 
sponsibilities. 

According to Doré, the major 
function of a student news- 
paper Is to contest the struct- 
ures of society by pressuring 
for changes within the univer- 
sity framework. Le Quartier 
Latin, he maintained, was not 
performing this function. 

The executive said that 
though it was the duty of a 
politicized newspaper to pre- 
occupy Itself with questions of 
global Ideology, such a Journal 
could be effective only It it 
dealt with issues directly re- 
levant to students. 



Wednesday, after Sarrazin 
had told Doré he would not re- 
sign, the AGEUM leader re- 
leased a public statement to the 
paper outlining his position 
and announcing that he would 
present a motion of "council's 
dissatisfaction - with the man- 
ner in which (Sarrazin) is car- 
rying out his mandate". 

Dorc's statement emphasized 
that the executive's displeasure 
with .Sarrazin was not due to 
the paper's policy, but the incf- 
ficichcy of tlic newspaper's 
Icndcrship in executing its po- 
licy. 

"Wc arc still in agreement 
with the policy of the editor," 
he said, "through which his pa- 
per must become a politicized 
critique of the university en- 
vironment." 

Doré had hoped to settle the 
matter without bringing it be- 
fore the council. In his private 
appeal to Sarrazin last Thurs- 



day, he articulated the execut- 
ive's disapproval with the edit- 
' or and suggested as a possible 
successor former managing 
editor Louis Falardcau.

Speakers label Israel 
base of Imperialism

The Arabs in Israel can be compared to the American 
Indian in the United Stales, David Waines, PhD student sold last 
night at the Seminar on Arab-Israeli relations sponsored by the 
Arab Society. 



Dr. I. P'aruqi of SyracuHU Un- 
iversity, the other xpeukur, said 
I.slnm and Judaism were 
"momenLs in the same stream 
of consciousness". He continued 
with comparisons of the two 
philosophies stating their moral- 
ity one in the same. 

Dr. Faruqi grew up in an 
Islamic city among Jews and 
spoke of the rapport between 
Moslem and Jew. 

Waines emphusizcd^.that Zlon-. 
ism intended to excluile the Arab 
from the new state as the Amer- 
ican Indian had been excluded 
from America. 

The Zionist movement was tied 
to imperialism, Waines stated 
and there followed the co-oper- 
ation of Imperial Britain ond the 
Zionists in the Balfour declara- 
tion crcnting "a Jewish homc- 



lunil and the means to obtain 
n .TewiHh state." 

Dr. Faruqi also said the im- 
perialistic westcrj) nations gave 
Israel military and economic sup- 
port during the three Arab-Isra- 
eli conflicts "to support hege- 
mony over the Arabs . . . Arabs 
arc duty bound to fight the ag- 
gressor." 

Waines said Jewish acquisition 
of land in the 1030's displacing 
the Arabs and hasty Jewish im- 
migration causing general Arab 
unemployment resulted in Arab- 
Jewish conflict. The agreement 
of 1038, he said, restricted Jew- 
ish immigration. This settlement 
precipitated illegal Jewish im- 
migration ond the terrorism of 
the Haganah which in turn 
forced the British to bring the 
issue before the UN in 1947.

It is ironic to note that neither students 
nor the U de M adrninistrotion felt the need 
to break windows over it. One of the mem- 
bers of U de M's Board of Governors, who 
was asked informally if the University was 
contemplating any action, insisted this was 
a student matter and that the university had 
more important things to worry about... 
In essence, the U of T administration react- 
ed the same way. . ' 

Makes you wonder what the fuss was 
oil about. 

Is it not also a poignant comment on 
the rash and ludicrous reactions of our own 
administration? 



But. perhaps this issue con be better 
understoM^fl^ut into a different perspect- 
ive. The U dé M campus is still fundament- 
ally centred around the Humanities. It is 
infested with such unusual ideas as the right 
of literature and the arts to express them- 
selves freely on all aspects of human be- 
haviour. 

The point is that this issue sheds light 
on the nature of McGill as being primarily 
a technological and scientificAinstitOtlon. 

It appears that the humanities branch 
of this university is thrown in for good mea- 
sure, a sort of token gesture. 

In many ways this issue has brought 
up the point that the humanities and all 
that they represent are fighting for their 
lives. Indeed, they are tryjng desperately to 



counter the sterile, unflexible frame of mind 
which is the inevitable by-product of. on 
ultra-technological education. How^èkéîÇcac 
we explain the eloquent briefs supporiing 
the Krassner article and its publication which 
ore being submitted to the Senate Discipline 
Committee by members of the English de- 
portment.? 

Along the same line of thought, is it 
not absurd that there are no representatives 
of the humanities on the Committee? 

These briefs do not deal with student 
rights but go at great length to show that 
the Krassner piece was in the tradition of 
English literature's finest satire. The authors 
are legitimately concerned with the restrict- 
ions placed upon creative expression within 
the university. 

It is a strange process — those who are 
intimately concerned with literary standards 
making submissions to a handful of individ- 
uals who have the power to set all-inclusive 
values for the entire university. Not only is 
this group, by its very makeup, hardpressed 
to do anything of the sort, it has thus for 
refused to define that which it must rule on 
— "standards of decency". 

We are watching a duel between tech- 
nocrat and humanist. So for, the humanities 
have had no influencer but now they are 
actively resisting attempts to arbitrarily de- 
fine standards of literary decency. If they 
lose, there will be precious little left.

On Friday, November 24, the 
Dally supplement, Flux, print- 
ed my article, "Forjfotten Facts 
-About Russia"; I should like 
to bring to the attention of 
your readers that this article 
was extensively cut "for the 
sake of brevity" and as a re- 
sult the main idea of my article 
was greatly changed. What I 
most strongly object to is not 
so much the fact that it was 
cut, .but WHAT wos cut 
^Strangiiy, enough, the most im- 
portant section, dealing with 
collectivization, forced ■ labor, 
and th^Olmillion victims who 
perished during those years, 
was omitted. Isn't it rather 
ironical that my strongest view- 
points were omitted on a page 
called VIEWPOINT? Even 
though my political views are 
anti-communist, am I not en- 
titled to express them ? 

I should also like to note that 
when I handed my article to 
Mr. Fournicr, I had an agree- 
ment with him that should the 
article be shortened in any way, 
I would be contacted. I left him 
two phone numbers where I 
could be reached. Twice I went 
to the Daily office to verify 
whether or not a decision had 
been reached on the length of 
my article. Originally, I had 
been permitted 3,000 words. 
However, the Daily made no 
attempt to contact me, and 
using the excuse, "lock of

most profitable. Our film indus- 
try is probably the greatest vic- 
tim of this situation. ' 

Therefore Cnnadans must 
often watch shitty American 
films and don't get an oppor- 
tunity to see the Canadian pro- 
duct good or bad. American 
(and European) films have 
their distribution and publicity 
already arranged when the bud- 
get Is approved. The interlock- 
ing system makes risk minimal. 
This is not the case in Canada, 
not even at the NFB, whose 
theatre distribution is handled 
by Columbia. 

There have been approximat- 
ely 138 Canadian features, but a 
Canadian rarely has the chance 
to see them. 11 ne faut pas mou- 
rir pour ça by Lefebvre shared 
a $5000 prize at this summer's 
Montreal Film Festival.

Though Canadian film was 
known mainly for documenta- 
ries and the occasional NFB 
cartoon (among the more so- 
phisticated enthusiasts), film 
audiences outside Canada arc 
now aware that more exists. 
Evidence: Cahiers du Cinénta 
runs three or four articles a 
year on the Canadian cinema, 
the Berlin Film Festival this 
year is planning a week of Can- 
adian films. Nobody Waved 
Goodbye by Don Owen was .ac- 
claimed in New York before it 
was shown here, and a'commcr- 
clal Munich theatre has run A 
Tout Prendre by Claude Jutras 
while it has never been seen 
in theatres across Canada. 

There have been a lot of small 
companies working on various 
projects, but so far there has 
been no general policy toward 
film and no continuity of 
effort. This^ciKapplies' to the 
NFB whct^biïrcaucratization 
and apparent lack of purpose 
have castrated the largest re- 
servoir of talent In Canada. But 
no great expenditure of money, 
no matter how diversified or 
widely applied, will create a 
film industry without the will 
to make it occur. This will Is 
obviously lacking In the general 
public, but Is Just as obviously 
present In the filmmakers who 
have made Canadian cinema 
what it Is so far. 

Right now Canadian cinema 
includes a surprisingly creative 
"underground" à la New York. 
Then there are the established 
independents Including most of 
the French-Canadian cinema 
and the private industry In gen- 
eral. Finally, the big gun NFB, 
which represents the public In- 
dustry.

In contrast to the. French- 
Canadian cinema, with its 
shoestring operations, the Na- 
tional Film Board sits in Mont- 
real, a fat cow. 

About the only thing you can 
say about the NFB, aside from 
the fact it is the largest, most 
bureaucratized, and most aim- 
less segment of the Canadian 
film scene, is that it is in tran- 
sition. Its purpose was to "in- 
terpret Canada for Canadians 
and others" and this meant 
wartime propaganda films. The 
NFB, as a government agency, 
was designed to produce go- 
vernment films. Problems ca- 
me when it stopped concentrat- 
ing on recruiting films and 
tried to create a "national 
cinema". 



Innocuous ad nauseam 



In 1958 It moved to lis pre- 
sent production quarters and 
soon collected the largest po- 
tentially creative group in Ca- 
nada, but in the process beca- 
me institutionalized along in- 
flexible, lop-heavy lines. The 
result was a squandering of 
talent (those who didn't leave 
eventually' became fossilized) 
and substitution of a tedious 
professionalism for originality 
as the innocuous, successful 
formulae were repeated ad 
nauseam. 

A former NFB director count- 
ed seventy-three sunsets In the 
NFB films he had seen at one 
point. (After all, all ethnic 
groups like sunsets.) He said, 
"I left because of the lack 
of communication with the go- 
vèmment bureaucracy. I never 
knew why films were made or 
why not." People there Just 
don't ask for what they think 
they won't get or don't know 
why they can't get It. The re-

invest in feature films which 
are essentially .. Canadian in 
content and character, lend 
money for films, make awards 
for outstanding films, assist 
producers, and make grants to 
film-makers. All these fine in- 
tentions arc conditional to the 
probable box office return. In 
other words the film-maker 
must ' have his distribution 
prearranged. 

This leaves nut Ihc small 
experimental filmmaker. Para- 
mount on the other hand would 
probably be eligible for a few 
hundred thousand from the 
Corporation since it has assured 
dislribulion. (I say probably be- 
cause although the bill was 
passed a few months ago, noth- 
ing has been done yet.) 

This whole thing, though a 
step in the right direction, is 
a typical' half-ass-measure. It 
Is imperative that the govern- 
ment create a flexible and com- 
prehensive policy toward de- 
velopment of a national cinema 
on all levels. Patrick Walson: 
"Corporation is important, but 
typical of the Canadian govern- 
ment, bill is passed but noth- 
ins happening".

Last year the McGill Film Society 
instituted a film workshop and sup- 
plied enough basic equipment for eight 
millimeter films to be made by suffi- 
ciently interested people. However, due 
to a loose organization and stringent 
financial restrictions, the net result 
was a collection of vacation movies ' of 
varying degrees^ of sophistication. The 
few who tried the dramatic approach 
usually elided up, with a film so badly 
over or under-exposed, that their plot^ 
were constructed from rumours in the 
audience. Some formalization was pain- 



fully needed, and. a structural frame- 
work was prepared for this year. 

Thus 1067-68 has seen a massive 
face-lifting of the \yorkshop. The stu- 
dents are managing with a total of five 
i>Tor^<8ix hundrcdydoUan.'iiandiUh'ejigood- 
-naturcd and unrcmuneratedr'servlces 
of several National Film Board volun- 
teers. (They include Martin Duckworth, 
cameraman; Robin Spry, director; and 
Barrie Howells, editor.) 

The workshop now has two phases. 
Initially, participants are instructed by 
the pros on the workings of Ihc came- 
ra, the types of film to use, the types 
of shots to take and so on. They then 
go out and make films on particular 
themes which they can modify accord- 
ing to their own ideasi. The films are 
, edited and screened so that a correct- 
ive criticism period can ■ follow. Analy- 
sis is usually led by the NFB pros. 

Phase two will start after Christmas, 
when the Workshop is divided into 
four or five units. Each unit will work 
with an accepted individual script to 
produce a long, and hopefully polish- 
ed, film by the end of the year. 

This year's program is still only a 
start. Despite the limited money, 
.equipment^ and Instruction, 'tlie most 
essmO?lYelement — that of enthusiasm 
— is certainly there. Next year, the 
workshop hopes to jpurchasc sixteen 
millimeter cameras and sound record- 
ing equipment and to plunge ^earnest- 
ly into professional film-maldng.
